regards it x and therefore being a new Mode, 
and the Humour taking, Men muſt bcar theif 
Crofles with Silence and Patience, 

Theſe Two Parables have begor ſev 
others of leſſer Note, as one Streer-Boxi 
two great Boobies, ſets all che little YY 
Cuthng. Bur here's enough tor og 
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
